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^JS&S provided for by the Rules, the Council of the Auckland 
fjWh Institute have now to submit to the members a Report 
on the financial and general condition of the Institute, 
and its progress during the past year. 

fflembers. — Fourteen new members have been elected 
during the year. In 1885 the elections were twenty, and in 
1881, twelve The Council regret that no less than thirty-six 
names have been removed from the roll of the Institute since 
the last annual meeting. Of these, five have been withdrawn 
through death, eighteen by resignation, and the remaining 
thirteen from non-payment of subscription for two consecutive 
years. There is thus a net loss of twenty-two, the number on 
the roll being reduced from 3u0 to 278. This is the first 
occasion in the history of the Institute that a decrease in 
the number of the members has had to be announced. No 
doubt the cause can be traced to the wide-spread commercial 
depression, and a favourable change in the aspect of mercantile 
affairs would soon bring up the roll to its usual standard. 
That the reason is not a local one is shown by the fact that a 
similar decrease has taken place in almost all the other 
affiliated societies. 

Among the deaths the Council regret to have to mention 
the names of Mr. J. Richmond (of Messrs, llesketh & Richmond, 
for many years legal advisers to the Institute) and Mr. D. Nathan. 
The latter gentleman, though never taking an active part in 
the affairs of the Institute, had frequently evinced his sympathy 
with its objects, and on his decease it was found that among 
a large number of bequests for charitable and educational 
purposes, a sum of £100 was bequeathed to the Auckland 
Institute. The Council wish to put on record their appreciation 
of the thoughtful and liberal action of the deceased gentleman. 

Finance.—For full particulars of the financial position 
of the Institute, reference should be made to the Treasurer’s 
balance-sheet, which is appended to this Report. The total 
revenue credited to the general account has been £942 9s. 6d., 
as against £975 Is. 8d. in 1885. The decrease in the members 
has, of course, produced a diminution in the yearly subscriptions, 
the amount being £232 Is., while in 1885 it was £2(53 11s. 
The interest received from the invested funds of the Costley 
bequest has amounted to £631 14s. The total expenditure has 
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been £1062 3s. lid., leaving a balance of £119 14s. 5d. due to the 
Bank of Now Zealand. The expenditure in the previous year was 
£1078 3s. 3d. With respect to the Museum Endowment there 
is little to report. Several small bloeks of land have been sold 
by the Waste Lands Board, but the greater part of the pur¬ 
chase monej r is still in the hands of the Government. At 
present it is almost impossible to dispose of country lands to 
advantage, and the Council fear that some time will elapse 
before the whole of the capital amount of the endowment can 
be realised, or even any considerable proportion of it.

Most of the above papers have been forwarded to the 
Manager of the New Zealand Institute at Wellington, with the 
view of publication in the forthcoming volume of Transactions. 

M USeum. —The number of visitors to the Museum continues 
to increase. The average attendance on week days has been about 
70, and on Sundays about 100, making the total number of visitors 
for the year to be 28,150. This shows a considerable advance on 
the attendance for the previous year, which was estimated at 
25,610. Appended to the Eeport will be found a complete list of 
all additions to the Museum, but those of special importance will 
be briefly alluded to here. 

Vertebrata —The most important acquisition under this 
head has been a series of over 400 North American bird skins, 
forming part of a valuable exchange forwarded by the Smith¬ 
sonian Institution, Washington. The collection of New Zealand 
birds has received many additions during the year, and is now 
tolerably complete so far as number of species is concerned, 
although much remains to be done in the way of obtaining 
specimens showing the different stages of growth, seasonal changes 
of plumage, etc. A considerable number of specimens has been 
mounted and placed on exhibition. Among them may be men¬ 
tioned a special group, showing the nature of the habitat and 
special surroundings of the Tuatara Lizard ( Sphenodon ), and a 
similar one of the Ivea Parrot (Nestor notabilis). 

Invertebrata. —The only noteworthy receipts have been 
two fine collections of North American mollusca, forwarded in ex¬ 
change by Mr. Aldrich, of Cincinnati, and Mr. A. W. Crawford, of 
South California. An extensive series of New Zealand shells has 
been made up by the curator, and forwarded for exhibition to the 
Indian and Colonial Exhibition. 
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Geology and Mineralogy.— The exchanges forwarded by 
the Smithsonian Institution include excellent sets of North 
American minerals and ores. Among the latter are many 
specimens of silver ores from the mining districts of Utah and 
Nevada, which will be of value for comparison with those from 
our own mines in the Thames and other districts. Thanks are 
due to Mi-. Percy Smith, Mr. Pond, Prof. Thomas, Major Mair, 
and other gentlemen, for numerous samples of the ejecta from the 
eruption of Tarawera. A selection has been placed on exhibition 
in the Museum, and has been frequently referred to by visitors. 
The whole of the type collection of minerals and rocks has been 
re-mounted on polished wooden tablets, and printed labels have 
been substituted for written ones as far as possible. A small 
collection of New Zealand fossils has been placed on exhibition 
during the year. 

Ethnology.— The Maori War Canoe, mentioned in last 
year’s report as having been placed in an annexe to the Museum, 
has been thoroughly renovated, and the carvings repaired and put 
in place. The cost has been large, but on the other hand, the In¬ 
stitute now possesses the only perfect specimen of the kind extant. 
The “ Pataka,” or chief’s store-house, deposited in the Museum by 
Mr. Fenton, continues to attract much attention from visitors. 
The miscellaneous Maori carvings, formerly scattered in various 
parts of the Museum, have been brought together and placed in 
the entrance hall. The formation of a more complete collection to 
illustrate the manners and customs of the Maori race is a matter 
that urgently requires attention, and in this the Council invite the 
active co-operation of the members. With respect to ethnological 
specimens from foreign countries, a large collection has been 
received from North America, forwarded by the Smithsonian In¬ 
stitution. An important presentation of Fijian articles has also 
been made by Mr. T. Steel, formerly of Auckland, but now 
resident in Fiji; and several smaller donations have been received 
from various parts of Polynesia; but all these additions still 
remain unpacked, there being no available space in the Museum 
in which to exhibit them. 

Every year brings more prominently before the Council the 
necessity for an enlargement of the Museum. In the present 
building it is impossible to properly classify and arrange the 
collections, and the general appearance of the Museum and its 
value as a teaching institution suffer from the fact that the most 
incongruous objects have of necessity to be exhibited in juxta¬ 
position. The obstacles in the way of enlargement appear to be 
two First, the unfortunate delay in realising the capital amount 
of the Museum Endowment, for until this is done, and a sufficient 
sum invested to provide a yearly revenue for the maintenance 
of the Museum, it would be unwise to expend the Costley 
bequest in building. Secondly, the extraordinary and inexplicable 
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delay of the City Council in determining the future levels of the 
streets in the vicinity; for, as a matter of course, no permanent 
building of importance can be erected until this is done. The 
Council recommend the whole matter to the careful consideration 
of the members. 

The wooden buildings at the corner of Princes Street and 
Eden Crescent, and adjoining the Museum, have been leased to 
the Auckland University College, the College Council representing 
that it was highly desirable that the Professor of Biology should 
have an opportunity of making free use of the Museum collections 
in the teaching of his classes. No doubt the arrangement will be 
of mutual advantage. 

Library. — Few purchases of books have been made 
during the year, but the Council hope soon to be in a position to 
forward a considerable order to London. The usual exchanges 
and contributions from foreign societies have been received. The 
most important donation has been from Mr. Hermann Tinne, of 
London, who has kindly forwarded a complete set of the Reports 
of the British Association from its foundation in 1830, and a 
similar one of the publications of the Royal Agricultural Society. 
The Council have had much pleasure in tendering to Mr. Tinne 
the cordial thanks of the Institute for this very acceptable 
presentation. 

Thanks.— In conclusion, the Council wish to present the 
thanks of the Institute to the numerous donors to the Museum 
and Library not mentioned in the body of the Report, but whose 
names will be found in the appended list. They would also 
again refer to the services of Mr. W. K. Graham as the London 
Agent of the Society, and to those of Mr. Hugh Craig in a 
similar capacity at San Francisco.
